The re 
cently released 100 page Eco 
nomic Development Strategy 
report prepared by the office of 
city manager and office of eco 
nomic development is a docu 
ment that every San Jose resi 
dent should be aware of if not 
read. 

Phe November 2003 Eco 
nomic Development Strategy 
report for San Jose is an es 
traordinary document. It is es 
sentially a blue print for a cet 
trally planned city economy tor 
the next five years 
“In San Jose. we want 
three basic oulcomes for our 
economy in the long term: A 
grow mg economy > ECORONUE 
opportunity and prosperity tor 
residents, and revenue growth 
to fund city services.” 

“The extensive research 
and outreach for this strategy 
(growing the economy) point to 
two fundamental conclusions:” 

1) Our community has rea- 
son both to be optimistic about 
our future and to be concerned 
about staying ahead of our 
competition, 

2) To succeed in an envi- 
ronment characterized by com 
petition, uncertainty, livability 

The goals and conclusions 
forwarded by the strategy re- 
port raise more questions than 
answers, and force San Jose 
citizens to re-examine their 
definition of government and 
what role the government 
should play in their lives 

Predicting future eco- 
nomic trends ts a little like pre- 
dicting the weather. Is the city 
government equipped to make 
forecasts about the economy's 
future and direct private enter 
prise to follow specific trends 
and paths to development? 
Should government assume the 
central role in shaping the fu- 
ture of commerce and industry 
or should government stay on 
the sidelines in a secondary and 
supportive role?

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HomeSafe San Jose - Opens 
transitional housing for battered families

Phe open house celebration 
was held on Monday. November 
17th. with representatives from 
government. philanthropic organi 
zations, and the seven non-proftt 
domestic violence and housing 
service agencies that collaborated 
to finance and build HomeSate San 
Jose: a model transitional housing 
complex. Constructed by Charities 
Housing. a non-profit organization, 
HomeSate ts meant as a sanctuary 
for women and children victims of 
domestic violence. 

The unique housing commu- 
nity is the second of a set of four 
planned, long term complexes that 
will also provide on-site case 
management, counseling. child- 
care. tutoring, crisis resolution, job 
and legal assistance. and help with 
Jocating permanent housing. The 
purpose of the HomeSate project 
is to provide effective solutions to 
breaking the cycle of domestic 
violence. 

The first HomeSate project 
was opened in October of 2001, 
and the remaining two facilities 


will be built on sites in a northern 
and a southern locale in Santa 
Clara County. 

The overall network will be 
owned and operated by InnVision, 
a non-profit organization that 
manages several shelters for 
families and single adults throug- 
WATCH will 


assist as the service provider and 


hout the county. 


fiscal agent. 

The other supporting members 
of the HomeSate Collaborative 
include Community Solutions, 
Support Network for Battered 
Women, 
Community Involvement, and 


Asian Americans for 


Next Door Solutions to Domestic 
Violence. 

The seven agencies were 
brought together by the Santa Clara 
County Board of Supervisors when 
they sought to address the rising 
number of domestic violence 
victims who were entering home- 
less shelters. In 1997. 150 of the 
300 homeless women turned away 
from shelters ina one week period, 
cited domestic violence as the 
reason for their homelessness. 

Homeless shelter stays are 
limited from 4 to 8 weeks, but the 
24 shared home units in HomeStay 
San José are rentable for up to three 
years. Although there are no rigid 
time limits, each house includes 
private living spaces for four 
families, along with shared living 
room and kitchen facilities. It is 
meant as a buffer between home- 
less shelters and permanent hou- 
sing and provides all the needed 
support services to eventually 


enable each family to make that 
transition... thus “transitional 
housing” plays a vital role in 
lowering the recidivism rate of 
women who feel they have no 
choice but to return to a battered 
home in order to take care of the 
needs of their children or possibly 
face losing them. 

The program negotiates and 
establishes goals with the tenants 
and monitors individual progress 
inorder to maximize their stability. 
Taking a therapeutic and holistic 
approach to the emotional and life 
skills necessities of battered fa- 
milies: better ensures that the 
residents of HomeSafe with tools 
to build their own futures with 
confidence and independence. 

It will take an estimated $330 
million to build all four of the 
HomeSate complexes and together 
they will be able to serve over 100 
families at one time. 

Although the lead agency is 
The Support Network for Battered 
Women, and six other housing and 
service agencies collaborated to 
result; much needed private dona- 
tions were raised by a team of su- 
ccessful businesswomen who 
called themselves the Million 
Dollar Women’s Campaign led by 
Debra Engel and Debora Barber.<>

San Jose to develop Bioscience Incubator 


First incubator of its kind on West Coast to diversify local economy 


San Jose- The creation of an 
innovative bioscience incubator 
in South San Jose to support the 
development of new technologies 
and entrepreneurs in the field of 
bioscience and biotechnology 
was approved by the San Jose Re- 
development Agency (SJRA) 
Board. 

The Agency board approved 
a lease agreement with Mission 
West Properties, a South Bay de- 
veloper, to lease and upgrade an 
existing building in San Jose's 
Edenvale industrial area for the 
new San Jose Bioscience Incuba- 
tor and Innovation Center. 

“This project will strengthen 
San Jose's leadership in the eriti- 
cally important emerging tech- 
nologies in Silicon Valley.” said 
San Jose Mayor Ron Gonzales. 
“Tt will lead to the creation of new 
jobs for our resident and new op- 
portunities for our businesses. 
This will help make our city a 
major bioscience hub in the na- 
tion.” 

The Bioscience Initiative ap- 
proved by the Agency Board in 
December 2002 called for the de- 
velopment of an incubator and 
the investment in the bioscience 
industry. The SJRA allocated 
$6.5 million to finance the con- 


struction of facilities, purchase of 


equipment. and finance of opera- 
tions for the bioscience incuba- 
tor.

U.S. actions in Central

Kazakhstan, a former Soviet 
Republic in Central Asia and the 
world’s ninth-largest country, 1s 
oil-rich and pro-American, has an 
increasingly repressive govern- 
ment awash in corruption and a 
47 percent Moslem population. 
Those are many of the conditions 
that have allowed radical Islam to 
take root in the Middle East. 

The Bush administration, by 
appeasing Kazakhstan for its oil 
and accommodation of U.S. 
troops, risks contributing to the 
creation of a new Iraq or Afghani- 
stan on a giant scale. 

This is just the beginning of 
a plausible Central Asian night- 
mare scenario. Numerous other 
former Soviet republics, includ- 
ing Azerbaijan, Turkmenistan, 
Uzbekistan and Kyrkyzstan, are 
similarly ripe for Islamic radi- 
calization in a region that 
stretches from Europe to China. 

Should Islamic guerrilla war- 
fare come to the area, American 
forces intent on fighting a “war
